Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

As  the  Council  is  still  without  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
it  is  my  duty  to  present  the  Annual  Report  dealing  with  the  sanitary 
circumstances,  sanitary  administration  and  vital  statistics  of  the 
area  for  the  year  1965. 

In  its  preparation  I  owe  much  to  a  loyal  staff  and  I  take 
this  opportunity  to  acknowledge  their  help  in  this  connection  and 
at  all  times. 

The  report  is  prepared  at  the  instigation  of  the  Minister  of 
Health  who  directs  that  it  should  contain  amongst  other  things, 
information  regarding 

Vital  statistics; 

Water  supplies; 

Sewerage  and  sewage  disposal; 

Common  lodging  houses; 

Milk  supplies  -  brucella  abortus; 

The  Liquid  Egg  (Pasteurisation)  Regulations,  1963 ; 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  i960;  and 

Factories  Act,  1961. 

No  significant  change  has  taken  place  during  the  course  of  the 
year  under  the  heading  ’'Sewerage  and  sewage  disposal”,  but  I  have 
repeated  certain  information  of  interest  from  the  previous  report. 
There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  and  no  egg  pasteurisation  plants 
in  the  district.  The  other  matters  referred  to  by  the  Minister  are 
dealt  with  in  the  body  of  the  report. 
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The  birth  rate  and  the  death  rate  are  appreciably  down  on  last 
year,  the  death  rate  being  the  lowest  for  eight  years.  These  figures 
compare  closely  with  other  rural  districts  in  the  county. 

Illegitimate  births  are  up  by  nine,  giving  a  rate  similar  to  the 
national  figure  but  higher  than  that  for  the  county. 

The  stillbirth  rate  is  higher  than  the  national  figure,  similar 
to  the  rate  for  the  county  as  a  whole  but  lower  than  that  for  the 

other  rural  districts. 

< 

Infantile  mortality,  neo-natal  mortality  and  peri-natal  mortality 
rates  are  higher  by  comparison  with  the  national  and  county  rates. 
Compared  with  our  own  figures  for  the  preceeding  year,  which  were 
gratifyingly  low,  they  show  a  substantial  rise.  To  give  a  true 
representation  one  must  read  the  figures  in  the  context  of  those  given 
for  several  years  past  as  shown  in  the  table  on  page  seven. 

Deaths  from  cancer  are  up  by  one  but  show  a  reduction  of  one  as 
respects  lung  cancer. 

A  steep  rise  in  the  number  of  measles  cases  from  three  in  the 
previous  year  to  220  for  the  year  under  review  indicates  mild  epidemic 
proportions.  Also  under  the  heading  of  infectious  diseases  11  cases 
of  para-typhoid  are  recorded,  the  result  of  holidays  in  one  of  our 
leading  health  resorts.  Hardly  the  object  of  the  visits  I 

Only  three  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  added  to  the  register 
compared  with  10  in  the  previous  year  and  the  lowest  ever  recorded.

PARA- TYPHOID  FETOR 


An  incident  of  note  was  an  outbreak  of  salmonella  para-typhoid  B 
in  August,  involving  20  people  returning  from  a  holiday  at  Blackpool 
where  they  had  been  supplied  with  unpasteurised  milk  infected  with 
the  causative  organism.  Eleven  of  the  20  at  risk  became  confirmed 
cases  although  no  one  was  really  ill. 

Stool  samples  were  obtained  from  a  further  49  persons  in  immediate 
contact  with  the  returned  holiday  makers,  but  fortunately  no  cases 
resulted.  Altogether  148  stool  specimens  were  submitted  for 
examination  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Carlisle,  22  proving 
positive,  and  13  weeks  elapsed  before  the  last  clearance  could  be 
safely  declared. 

Movement  of  people  on  holiday  complicated  the  issue,  and  to  make 
matters  more  difficult  two  bakehouses  and  three  milk  producing  farms 
were  involved,  from  which  it  will  be  realised  that  the  consequences 
could  have  proved  very  serious.  Isolation  in  hospital  was  arranged 
for  two  cases  associated  with  food  production  and  compensation  for  loss 
of  earnings  was  paid  in  respect  of  four  cases. 

Swabs  of  sewage  effluent  at  two  sewage  disposal  works  and  from  two 
septic  tanks  were  taken,  one  of  which  proved  positive  and  arrangements 
were  made  to  chlorinate  the  effluent  prior  to  river  discharge. 

Considerable  curiosity  and  local  interest  was  stimulated  by  the 
incident  and  the  opportunity  was  taken  to  Impress  on  people  the  need  for 
adequate  hand  washing  and  nailbrush  drill  after  using  the  toilet  - 
probably  all  forgotten  by  now  1

Another  incident  which  caused  some  concern  at  the  time  was  a  local 
contact  with  a  fatal  case  of  typhoid  fever  involving  service  personnel 
returning  home  from  the  Far  East  by  air. 

Here  also  the  movements  of  the  contact  amongst  relatives  in  other 
parts  of  the  country  complicated  matters. 

Eleven  local  contacts  with  the  direct  contact  were  sampled,  giving 
negative  results.  The  direct  contact  was  reached  at  Stoke-on-Trent  and 
proved  negative  too,  although  certain  symptoms  shown  during  his  initial 
short  stay  in  our  area  had  been  suggestive.  Perhaps  the  imagination 
plays  a  part  on  these  occasions.

All  samples  of  untreated  milk  are  examined  for  the  presence  of  Brucella 
abortus  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at  Carlisle. 

Brucella  abortus  was  isolated  in  a  sample  taken  from  a  dairy  handling 
milk  from  three  farms.  Churn  sampling  indicated  the  farm  concerned  and 
samples  from  individual  cows  revealed  a  positive  reactor.  On  removal  of 
this  cow  from  the  he rd* subsequent  samples  taken  during  the  year  proved 
negative. 

Further  samples  were  taken  from  three  other  producer/retailers  with 
herds  previously  found  to  be  affected*  In  one  instance  the  herd  was  found 
to  be  free  from  infection  after  known  affected  animals  had  been  removed , 
and  an  operative  restriction  order  was  cancelled.  Sampling  of  the  second 
herd  continued  to  give  negative  results,  while  samples  from  the  third  were 
all  positive.  In  this  instance  the  farmer  had  discontinued  to  retail  milk 
and  was  subjected  to  a  restriction  order  which  still  remained  operative 
at  the  end  of  the  year.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  highlight  of  the  year  was  the  formal  inauguration  of  the 
Caldbeck  and  Ireby  Water  Scheme  in  March. 

Another  important  landmark,  though  a  controversial  one,  was  the 
decision  of  the  West  Cumberland  Water  Board  to  introduce  fluoridation 
of  supplies  under  their  control.  Carlisle  County  Borough  which 
supplies  less  than  two  per  cent  of  our  area,  decided  after  much 
discussion  that  water  supplies  under  their  control  should  not  be 
subjected  to  fluoridation. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.P. Williams on.  Water  Engineer  to  the 
Board  for  the  following  information 

"The  area  is  supplied  by  the  West  Cumberland  Water  Board  from 
the  following  sources 

1.  Overwater  and  Chapel  House  Reservoirs  -  Overwater 

outlet  flows  into  Chapel  House  which  is  impounded. 

2.  Aughertree  -  Spring. 

3.  Longlands  -  Underground  mine  adit. 

4.  Haygill  -  Underground  mine  adit  and  spring. 

5.  Townthwaite  -  Underground  collection  drain  pipes 

of  land  drainage. 

6.  Thomthwaite  -  Spring. 

The  water  from  items  1  and  2  is  treated  by  filtration  and 
chlorination  at  Quarry  Hill  treatment  works.  The  overwater  and 
Chapel  House  supnly  is  mainly  used  and  when  required  the  Aughertree 
supply  for  augmentation.  Raw  and  treated  waters  are  sampled. 

Drainage  from  farms  at  Overwater  and  Chapel  House  is  collected 
into  a  drain  and  discharged  downstream  of  the  abstraction  point. 

The  water  from  Longlands  and  Haygill  is  chlorinated  and  sampled. 

Aughertree,  Longlands  and  Haygill  are  essentially  underground 
sources . 

A  small  amount  of  water  is  used  from  Townthwaite.  Thomthwaite 
supplies  a  few  consumers,  most  of  whom  have  a  free  supply  of  water. 
Both  supplies  are  untreated.  Samples  are  taken  of  the  Townthwaite 
supply.  It  is  hoped  eventually  to  abandon  the  Townthwaite  source 
but  if  this  proves  to  be  not  possible  then  chlorination  will  be 
introduced" .

A  sample  taken  at  source  in  another  case  proved  unsatisfactory 
but  a  satisfactory  supply  was  obtained  after  the  water  passed  through 
a  MSterasyln  filter. 

In  the  third  instance  an  unsatisfactory  sample  was  taken  at 
source  and  another  from  the  domestic  tap,  there  being  no  treatment 
here .

RODENT  CONTROL 


Under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  the  Council 
continues  to  carry  out  certain  control  and  treatment  measures.  The 
services  of  one  workman  for  35  per  cent  of  his  time  or  an  average  of 
l4z;  hours  per  week  were  devoted  to  this  type  of  work.  Sewerage 
systems  and  refuse  tips  are  given  regular  attention. 

Sewers  at  eight  places  were  test  baited  during  the  year  and  in 
three  instances  infestation  was  indicated  and  followed  up.  In  all 
three  cases  the  infestation  was  found  to  be  of  a  minor  nature  and 
was  quickly  cleared  up  with  the  use  of  Warfarin  poisoned  baits. 

It  is  recommended  that  all  sewerage  systems  with  over  30  manholes 
should  be  test  baited  annually  and  smaller  Systems  test  baited  when 
a  surface  infestation  occurs  in  the  vicinity. 

Domestic  premises  are  treated  free  on  request,  but  a  charge 
is  made  for  any  work  undertaken  at  business  premises.  An  income 
of  £38. 11s. 2d.  was  received  last  year  in  respect  of  ten  treatments 
carried  out  at  business  premises. 

A  1956  Austin  5  cwt.  van  is  used  on  this  service.  Four 
thousand  one  hundred  and  fiftyeight  miles  were  covered  during  the 
year  giving  a  petrol  consumption  of  38.35  miles  per  gallon.
